Russia Pledges $57,500,000 in Foodstuffs, 
Cotton Which Must Be Paid For in 
Manufactured Goods. 


BERLIN, July 21 (AP)—Soviet 
Russia countered America’s food 
offer to East Germany today 
with the promise of $57,500,000 
worth of extra food supplies and 
cotton, but said it must be paid 
for in manufactured goods. 


The Russian agreement, an 
extension of a previous East 
German-Soviet trade deal, was 
made putlic a day after Presi- 
dent Eisenhower renewed a 10- 
day-old United States offer to 
send $15,000,000 worth of Ameér- 


government and Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov had an- 
grily rejected the American of- 
fer as a “ maneuver” 
and said the East Germans did 
not need food relief. 

The Communists announced 
the Russian shipments would in- 
clude 7000 more tons of cotton 
and 82,000 more tons of food- 
stuffs—27,000 tons of butter, 
850@ tons of fats, 10,000 tons of 
vegetable oil, 15,000 tons of seed 
oils, 20,000 tons of meat and 
1500 tons of cheese.

The conference was attended 
by Nicholas Fillo, United States 
conciliator, who had been trying 
to effect an agreement. Nego- 
tiations were broken off June 4 
and the drivers took a strike 
vote a few days later.

Dulles went on to say that 
several issues raised by the Ko- 
rean Foreign Minister are of the 
sort which cannot be resolved 
until an armistice is signed and 
that Rhee is aware of this fact.

BRITISH LEADER 
STILL HOPES FOR 


Butler Looks for Confer- 
ence if Progress Is 
Made on German 
Unity. 


LONDON, Jtly 21 (AP)—Act- 
ing Prime Minister R. A. Butler 
told the House of Commons to- 
day that Britain still expects 
the heads of the four great pow- 
ers to meet and seek a broad 
east-west settlement if progress 


can be made with Russia on uni- 
fication of Germany. 

Butler expressed hope Russia 
would accept the invitation to 
attend a foreign ministers’ meet- 
ing on Germany in September. 

Opening a two-day debate on 
foreign affairs, Butler said Lord 
Salisbury, acting Foreign Min- 
ister, and John Foster Dulles, 

United States Secretary of State, 
in their recent talks in Wash- 
ington had shown a wide meas- 
ure of American-British agree- 
ment over Egypt. 

“In particular they showed 
that we both consider that the 
maintenance of an effective base 
in the Suez Canal area is essen- 
tial in the interests of world 
peace,” Butler said. 

Egypt is demanding the with- 
drawal of all British forces from 
the Suez Canal zone. 

The conference of the Ameri- 
can, British and French Foreign 
ministers in Washington, Butler 
said, “has not only successfully 
established and consolidated the 
absolute unity of aim and pur- 
pose of the great powers involved 
but also has marked a step 
forward toward a relaxation of 
tensions.” 

Clement Attlee, former Prime 
Minister and leader of the oppo- 
sition Labor party, said the 
Washington meeting was “a poor 
substitute for high level talks.” 
He said decisions reached there 
“do not seem to be forward 
looking enough.” 

“It seems we set out our posi- 
tion and seem to expect that it 
will be accepted by the U.S.S.R.,” 
he added.

The ironworkers wage agree- 
ment, for two years, was form-

“The union can only reject 
this plan to arbitrate without all 
facts being available, and sug-,| 
gests that round-the-clock nego- 
tiations be again instituted with 
the public given an opportunity 
to witness the conduct of these 
negotiations.” 

Mayor’s Comment. 

Mayor Tucker said today: “I 
have not and I do not intend to 
inject myself into any debate 
over the relative merits of the 
cases of the Teamsters’ Union 
and the Ready-Mix Material 
Dealers.

Most Tenants Objecting to Rent 
Rises Pay $25 or Less a Month 


93 Complaints Received So Far by Fair 
Rent Committee, Which Will Inves- 
tigate — 575 Obtain Forms. 


More than half of the 93 rent 
increase complaints received thus 
far by the St. Louis Fair Rent 
Committee are from tenants who 
have been paying $25 or less a 
month, H. Grant Barngrove, com- 
mittee chairman, announced to- 
day. 

As soon as the completed forms 
are received from tenants, they 
are mailed to members of the St. 
Louis Real Estate Board, who will 
inspect the premises. If the in- 
spectors recommend a lower rept 
than the one proposed by 
owner, he will be asked to re- 
duce the amount to the level rec- 
ommended, Barngrove said. 

Of the remainder of the tom- 
plaints received to date, 33 were 
from tenants in the $25.01 to $50 
bracket and the remaining eight 
from those now paying $50.01 to 
$75 a month,, he said. No com- 
plaints from anyone paying more 
than $75 a month have been re- 
ceived thus far. 


The committee has received 
575 requests from tenants for 
the forms on which the com- 
plaints must be filed, Barngrove 
said. In addition, it has received 
many calls from owners asking 
the committee to inspect certain 
premises and recommend a fair 
rent increase. 

“We appreciate the sincerity 
and fairmindedness of these 
owners but it is physically im- 
possible, with the staff we have, 
to comply with such requests,” 
Barngrove said. “We can only 
suggest the landlords examine 
their conseience and try to ar- 
rive at a fair figure.” 

No Law on Notice. 
-| A search of the Missouri sta- 
tutes has disclosed no specific 


requirement as to the length of 
notice of a rent increase which 
a landlord must give a tenant. 

However, the State Attorney 
General’s office said such a no- 
tice was governed by the legal 
requirements as to length of 
notice that must be given when 
the landlord demands surrender 
of the premises, 

For example, a tenant occu- 
pying a residence on a month- 
to-month basis is entitled by law 
to a month’s notice if the land- 
lord wants possession. If the 


e| landlord notified the tenant the 


rent was to be increased and the 
tenant refused to meet the rise, 
the tenant still would be en- 
tifled to a month’s notice before 
the landlord could take pos- 
session, the Attorney General's 
office said. 

Stated somewhat differently, 
the landlord could not evict the 
tenant for a month for not meet- 
ing a rent increase if, under the 
law, his tenancy status entitled 
him to a month’s notice before 
yielding possession. In actual 
effect, this would be a month’s 
notice to meet the rent rise. 
Generally speaking, tenancies 
without any formal agreement 
are considered to be month-to- 
month tenancies. Leases or 
other written agreements usu- 
ally specify the notice required 
to terminate the tenancy,

Denies Time Limit, 

Dulles denied persistent re- 
ports that the United States and 
South Korean President Syng- 
man Rhee have agreed on a time 
limit for the post-armistice po- 
litical conference within which 
the Communists must give con- 


vincing evidence that they are 


negotiating in good faith. 


Seoul, Rhee and Walter S. Rob- 
ertson, Assistant Secretary of 
State for Far Eastern Affairs, 
dealt with the possibility that 
the Reds might try to exploit 
the conference to gain time and 
infiltrate and propagandize the 
Republic of Korea, and the two 
men that neither the 
United States nor South Korea 
would tolerate that kind of 
thing indéfinitely, the Secretary 
said. However, no fixed deadline 
was agreed on. 


Washington and Seoul are 
now working out plans for’ im- 
plementing the offer President 
Eisenhower made to Rhee in his 
letter of June 6, the secretary 
revealed. Included in the offer 
were a program of American aid 
to South Korea and conclusion 
of a mutual security treaty. 

Can’t Complete Program. 

It will be impossible to com- 
plete action on Eisenhower's 
program before the signing of 
the truce, Dulles predicted. The 
proposed mutual security treaty 
must be approved by the Senate, 
and acting Senate Majority 
Leader William F. Knowland, of 
California, has informed Dulles 
that this will not be possible 
during the present session of 
Congress. 


Asked today if he had any 
“firm idea” as to which govern- 
ments should take part in the 
post-armistice political confer- 
ence, Dulles replied with a smile 
that he had a very firm idea 
regarding two of the countries 
which certainly must be repre- 
sented — the United States and 
the Republic of Korea. 

For the rest, the secretary 
went on, the United Nations 
General Assembly undoubtedly 
will choose a delegation to attend 
the conference. .This Govern- 
ment has not given any partic- 
ular thought to this question, 
Dulles declared, but he assumes 
that the other side will be rep- 
resented by Communist China, 
_— Korea and possibly Rus- 
sia. . 

Truce terms thus far agreed 
on make no provision for neu- 
tral patroling of the battlefront, 
the Secretary said in response 
to a correspondent’s question. 
Neutral observers will, however, 
be stationed at some Korean 
ports, he added. 

Amused by ‘Whispers.’ 

Dulles seemed amused when 


\told that Representative Clar- 


ence J. Brown (Rep.), Ohio, has 
reported “whispers” to the ef- 
fect that the Secretary is resign- 
ing soon. Dulles said he had 
not heard the “whispers” and 
had not given any thought to 
the possibility of resigning. 

Asked to comment on a Soviet 
protest against current visits by 
American and British naval ves- 
sels to Turkey, Dulles said the 
visits are entirely normal and 
that no military demonstration 
of a hostile character is contem- 
plated. 

In’ response to other ques- 
tions, the Secretary expressed 
the hope that tentative congres- 
sional cuts in appropriations for 
the Point IV program and the 
State Department’s information

LONDON, July 21 (AP)—Act- 
ing Prime Minister Richard But- 
ler said today the British Gov- 
ernment has every reason to 
hope a Korean armistice agree- 
ment can be signed without fur- 
ther delay. 

Butler told the House of Com- 
mons a Korean armistice “‘would 
be a step forward in the cause 
of peace everywhere.” 

“Hostilities in Korea have for 
three years acted as an absolute 
bar to any improvement in the 
general situation in the Far 
East,” he declared. 

Butler said Britain stands by 
the United Nations resolution of 
May 1951, barring the export of 
strategic goods to China. He 
added: 

“What is more we are carrying 
this out rigorously and intend 
to do so.” 

He said it was the govern- 
ment’s policy to develop trade in 
goods which are not subject to 
security control on the grounds 
that such trade is of advantage 
to the free world.

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Bishop Oxnam Asks Group 
To Admit Its “Inaccuracies’

relevant and immaterial, some 
of which is false and some of 
which is true, but all prepared 
fin a way capable of creating the 
impression that I have been and 
am sympathetic to Communism, 
and therefore subversive... . 

“IT have been actively opposed 
to Communism all my life. I 
have never been a member of 
the Communist party. My oppo- 
sition to Communism is a matter 
of public record in books, nu- 
merous articles, addresses and 
sermons... .” 

Requests Public Apology. 
‘The churchman also asked 
Representative Donald L. Jack- 
son (Rep.), California, “to apolo- 
gize on the floor of the House 
for his unprecedented and un- 
true statements made there con- 
‘cerning me.” 

“If Jackson does so, Bishop 
Oxnam said, “I will be the first 
to shake hands with him and to 
‘all the incident closed,” 
~- Jackson, in a House speech 
ast March 17, assailed the Bish- 
op as a man who “served God on 
Sunday and the Communist 
front for the balance of the 
week.” He also made references 
to the committee's files on Bish- 
Op Oxnam and said they mir- 
rored a “record of aid and com- 
fort to the Communist front.” 

. Bishop Oxnam said Jackson 
4rew from the committee's files 
a conclusion that he held Com- 
munist sympathies. 

“If a member of the commit- 
tee can be so misled by this 
‘material, it is no wonder that 
uninformed citizens are similarly 
misled,” he added. 

Bishop Oxnam quoted Jack- 
son as having said in a recent 
tadio debate with him that the 

mmittee “accumulates al] per- 

nt information relative to 
any given individual whose 
name is listed in the files” afd 

“that is the only way by which 
one can determine the philo- 
sophical bent of any given indi- 
vidual.” 

He asked: “Can the philoso- 
phy of an individual be de- 
termined by a scissors and paste 
process of cutting out clippings 
that damn?” 

Honors Not Included. 

*-He asked why the person 
“who clipped derogatory state- 
‘ments concerning me” failed to 
clip news reports reflecting ap- 
pointments, honors and other 
activities that were not deroga- 
tory. 

.-He said he had been appointed 
te positions of honor and trust 
by the Government and has 
“held the highest offices it is in 
the power of fellow churchmen 
to confer upon me... .I am one 
éf the presidents of the World 
Gouncil of Churches, perhaps 
the highest honor that can come 
to a clergyman.” 

“This might be called ‘perti- 
nent’ information,” he added. 

Referring to reports that the 
committee has files on 1,000,000 
individuals, Bishop Oxnam said 
that in his own case: 


“It can be shown that these 
reports are the result of inex- 
cusable incompetence or of 
slanted selection, the result be- 
ing the same in either case, 
namely, to question loyalty, to 
pillory or to intimidate the in- 
dividual, to damage reputation, 
and to turn attention from the 
Communist conspirator who pur- 
sues his nefarious work in the 
shadows, while a patriotic citi- 
zen is disgraced in public.” 

He continued: 


“The preparation and publica- 
tion ofthese ‘files’ puts into the 
hands of irresponsible individ- 
uals and agencies a wicked tool. 
It gives a rise to new and vicious 
expression of Ku-Kluxism, in 
which an innocent person may 
be beaten by unknown assail- 
ants, who are cloaked in ano- 
nymity and at times immunity, 
and whose whips are cleverly 
constructed lists of so-called 
subversive organizations and 


whose floggings appear all too 
often to be sadistic in spirit 
rather than patriotic in purpose.” 

Bishop Oxnam said he rejects 
2 cys AN because of 


atheis : repudiates 
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philosophy of materialism upon 
which Communism is based. He 
added that he is not an econo-

Then there was the day of 
Stalin’s funeral. The boys took 
no chances.

Since Stalin’s death there has 
been no noticeable change in the 
Soviet government’s attitude to- 
ward the church, or in the 
church’s attitude toward the 
government.

Many others 
just faded into oblivion as 
quickly as they could. But all 
did not disappear by far. 

And there were the churches, 
eve. ywhere.

, over the horizon of Moscow or 


any Soviet city and you see more 
spires and church steeples than 
anything else. But this does not 
mean they are operating today. 
Large numbers have been pulled 
down. Others have been con- 
verted into living quarters for a 
greatly crowded people, some 
into movie houses, and in some 
villages into grain-storage places 
or buildings connected with ma- 
chine-tractor stations. 
Reopening of Churches. 

Then Stalin set up the “Com- 
missariat for God.” The church 
leaders—such as could be scraped 
together and given the security 
test—went into a meeting, and 
before long we had a patri- 
arch, metropolitans, deacons and 
priests.

—have had only one opportunity to

South Side, one large cave has been 
opened up to the public. 


That cave, however, has one seri- 


ous drawback for the discriminating 


speleo-mythologist. 


In the South 


Side cave, you don't really get the 
sensation that you are in the sub- 
basement of the city, with the whole 
population and all the industry of 
the city above you; you are almost 
in the suburbs. 


There is one cave, however, which 


meets these specifications, and which 
could be opened to the public very 
soon and without great expense. This 
is the former Uhrig’s Cave under 
the old Coliseum. 


Uhrig’s Cave is a natural cave, 


which was enlarged, in the 1850s, 
info extensive cellars of masonry 
construction, and used to cool beer 
for the famous beer garden above it, 
which operated for mdhy years. 


St. Louis has only one practicing 


urban speleologist, as far as I know: 
Dr, Harold Bulger, who, a few years 
ago, explored Uhrig’s Cave and made 
some extensive photographs of it.

Where Increases Will Hurt 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I would like to implore landlords 


to be considerate in regard to rent 
increases for. public assistance recip- 
ients whose meager incomes deny 
them what most persons consider the 
necessities of life. 


I have already heard of one case 


of a recipient’s rent for twd& rooms 


with 


an outdoor toilet, being in- 


creased from $13 to $55 a month— 
which is the maximum amount of 
assistance in most public assistance 
categories. 


There are several reasons why 


landlords should stop to think be- 
fore they start raising rents in these 
low-rent areas. First, the living quar- 
ters generally are nothing but di- 


lapidated fire-traps 


with outdoor 


toilets and, in many cases, outdoor 
running water. They are sweltering 
furnaces in the summer and the 


paperthin crack-lined walls 


make 


them cold and damp in winter. 


The lack of garbage disposal facil- 


ities makes them inviting to rodents 
and insects. In the majority of these 
places, no repairs or improvements 
have been made in years, even though 
their present conditions make them 
accident and fire hazards. 


Moreover, it will cost the land- 


lord more money in the long run 
because if these people are forced to 
use a greater portion of their assist- 
ance checks for rent they will have 
less money for food, thus increasing 
the prospects of their becoming more 


under-nourished and susceptible to 


disease 


A greater proportion of these peo- 


ple will have to seek free medical 


services and receive 


care in pub- 


licly-supported hospitals which will 
eventually cost the landlords more 
in taxes. 


Also, two or three families or in- 


dividuals already living in under- 
sized and overcrowded living quar- 
ters will have to share living quar- 
ters—causing more unhealthy over- 
crowding and bringing in less rent 
to the landlords.

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The Courthouse Ring 


Gov. Donnelly asserts that “lawlessness must 
be stamped out” in St. Louis county. Meanwhile 
state investigators look for a “courthouse ring.” 

What is the courthouse ring? County residents 
have heard about it for a long time. County offi- 
cials deny there is any such thing. 

Attorney General Dalton says complaints 
reaching his staff lead toward such a ring. The 
investigators are hearing complaints not only 
about the Sheriff, whose staff's barbecue-and- 
shooting party led to the inquiry, but also about 
the Prosecuting Attorney, Highway Engineer and 
other officials, 

If there-is a courthouse ring, the underlying 
causes are clear enough. One is the lack for a 
long time of an effective two-party system and 
the other is the multiplicity of elective offices. 

The county has 36 elective offices, counting 
judges, and 32 are under Republican control. 
The G.O.P. has had a long-term lease on the 
Clayton courthouse. This has led to a friendly 
protective society of officials, used to doing 
business their way and not eager to expose each 
other. Ring or clique or machine, it exists. 

Yet a mere change in party control might not 
improve matters much. For years county Demo- 
cratic leaders have abided by the obsolete rural 
governmental structure, only hoping that on 
some heavenly day the courthouse lease ‘would 
fall their way. 

The fundamental obstacle to modern govern- 
ment is the irresponsibility of divided power 
among so many independent elective offices. At 
least a dozen of these are purely administrative 
posts which ought to be taken out of politics. 
They should be made appointive and responsible 
to the County Supervisor and County Council. 

The Highway Engineer's office, for example, 
is a place for prefessional efficiency and not 
political appeal. Yet when framers of the 1950 
home rule charter considered putting his office 
under the merit system, they were told that the 
threat to patronage in one spot might arouse all 
officialdom to fight the whole charter. So noth- 
ing was done. 

Thus the Highway Engineer goes on budget- 
ing $5000 for “miscellaneous” and $2000 for 
“sundries” and seldom answers to anybody. 
Every one of the other elective officers has his 
private kingdom, patronage and freedom from 
supervision. 

The result is a tremendous burden of divided 
powers and irresponsibility for county govern- 
ment, and a particular burden for county voters. 
They must not only pick and choose between a 
multitude of candidates for a multitude of of- 
fices, but must sweep the whole crowd out of the 
courthouse to make any serious change in ad- 
ministration. And that does not happen. 

If the blowup in law enforcement and the 
state investigation do nothing else, they should 
convince the county that the time has come to 
continue the modernization begun but not com- 
pleted in the 1950 charter. The police system 
certainly should be unified and removed from 
political control. And many another elective of- 
fice has lost its lease on obsolete government. 

St. Louis county needs to end the division of 
power. It needs to place authority where it can 
be located and changed. That is the only way to 
end the ring-around-a-rosy in Clayton. 
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Only the Facts 

Senator McClellan of Arkansas made it espe- 
cially plain, in Senate debate, just what limits 
there are to a committee chairman’s power to 
hire or fire the committee staff. He said: 

I base my position upon the rules of the 
Senate, and upon Section 202 of the Reor- 
ganization Act of 1949, which is explicit in 
saying that employes of the regular Com- 
mittees of the Senate, from which the In- 
vestigations subcommittee stems, are em- 
ployed with the approval of the committee. 
The Arkansas Senator formerly was chairman 

of this investigation group. In answer to the 
present chairman, Senator McCarthy, McClellan 
also said: 

I never employed any member of the 
staff without submitting the name to the 
full committee for confirmation. 

Yet the Republican committee majority voted 
McCarthy absolute power to hire and fire em- 
ployes. Senator McCarthy had the votes; Sena- 
tor McClellan had only the rules and the facts.

The Cost ef Inhumaneness 
Extension of the Mexican migrant-labor pact 
for another year by the United States Senate is 


nothing to be proud of. A presidential commis- 


sion in the last Administration found that there 
are plenty of American workers available for 
seasonal labor on farms if the employers will 
offer them decent wages and decent working 
conditions. 

The import system thus harms both Mexican 
and American labor. It offers an incentive for 
other jobless Mexicans to enter the United States 
illegally—which in turn invites a smuggling traf- 
fic. The number of illegal entrants this year is 
running at double last year’s and in less than 
three years has approximated 3,000,000. A costly 
substitute for a humane system. 
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Berlin Food Reactions 

Those who conduct psychological warfare still 
must play largely by ear. Unlike the command- 
ers of armies, they have no classic texts which 
tell them how to handle the right flank and the 
left in case of an attack on the center. 

Thus while the press associations report hun- 
dreds of East Germans still coming into West 
Berlin for the American food offered after the 
June 17 uprising, the correspondent of The New 
York Times reports that enthusiasm for the of- 
fer seems to be greater in Washington and Bonn 
than in Berlin..The nationalistic desire for Ger- 
man reunification had more to do with the riot- 
ing, he says, than hunger. We quote: 

The East German reaction may be summed 
up in the words, “We stand up and throw 
bricks at Soviet tanks, and the Americans 
offer us a reward of 85 cents worth of food.” 
The food also is regarded as an effort to bol- 

ster Chancellor Adenauer’s chances of re-election 
in September. These were hurt by the uprising 
because i! “dramatized the longing for German 
unity, which Dr. Adenauer is known to consider 
less urgent than West German integration in the 
European Defense Community.” 

These reactions are hardly fair. The food of- 
fer was planned long before June 17. But the 
East Germans did not know this. Many of them 
may not even know it now, so it might be wise 
for the Voice of America to tell them. The Voice 
might also remind them of this country’s con- 
sistent stand in favor of free elections. 

For those who hear it, this ought to answer 
the Cemmunist radio jeer of “two frankfurters 
and a glass of beer.” It also should be persuasive 
to those church and welfare leaders who are hes- 
itating about becoming involved in a plan to dis- 
tribute food parcels through their agencies.- 

The trouble is that while nations with a free

press and radio know the record of generous 
American aid in many parts of the postwar 
world, those behind the Iron Curtain are not 
nearly so well informed. Also, they have been 
exposed, willy-nilly, to almost endless anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda. To overcome suspicions thus 
raised is a real problem of counter-propaganda. 
This must be kept in mind to make a full suc- 
cess of President Eisenhower's $15,000,000 food 
offer to the East Germans. 

In the meantime, it worried the Russians 
enough to have them make a counteroffer to 
the East Germans. 
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‘Must’ List: Second Version 

July 31 is still the target date for the adjourn- 
ment of Congress, but Republican congressional 
leaders are beginning to talk about going on 
until they get President Eisenhower's “must” 
legislative program passed. 

Speaker Martin and Acting Majority Leader 
Knowland have talked the situation over at the 
White House and here is what the party confer- 
ence has agreed on for passage before adjourn- 
ment: 

Pending appropriation bills. 
Reciprocal trade extension. 
Emergency refugee legislation. 
Continental shelf oil legislation. 
Postal rate increase. 

Farm credit extension. 

Agricultural surplus disposal bill. 
Military public works authorizations. 
Ratification of five treaties. 


This is a second “must” list. The 11-point list 
announced for the President by Senator Taft 
early in February included such items as the 
Hawaiian admission bill, extension of social se- 
curity and increase in the size of the District of 
Columbia commission. The two latter items are 
not now mentioned and statehood for Hawaii 
was cited as a measure which could be run 
through “if we have the time.” 

The citizen may wonder what it is that Con- 
gress has to do other than to stay on the job 
and debate and pass on proposed legislation. 
That is why Senators and Representatives are 
elected and paid. Yet a chief aim of the Eisen- 
hower Administration has been to get Congress 
adjourned so the people’s lawmakers can be 
eased out of Washington and back home for six 
months. 

A much sounder course would be to use this 
session to get as many of the Eisenhower cam- 
paign promises enacted as possible. Next year 
is a campaign year. In it the White House and 
Congress will face the big job of revising the 
federal tax structure. That will be a heavy task 
in itself without the complication of bills which 
should have been taken up this year. If the past 
is any guide, the President will enjoy greater 
prestige in his first year than in any other. 

The new “must” list is no doubt a counter- 
attack to growing criticism of the G.O.P. Con- 
gress, as for example, in the pro-Eisenhower 
Washington Post, which says the new Congress 
is in danger of becoming a “Do-Nothing Con- 
gress.’ Surely it would have a thin record to go 
to the voters on should Congress adjourn now, 
aS was once anticipated. 
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One Prisoner in Korea 

The strongest representations should be made 
to President Syngman Rhee of Korea against 
the political imprisonment of the leader of the 
opposition, Chough Pyung Ok, who is being held 
incommunicado on vague charges. Chough’s only 
reported offense is that he practiced free speech. 
He spoke out against Rhee’s release of anti- 
Communist prisoners of war and said the Pres- 
ident’s threatened withdrawal from the UN 
command would be “national suicide.” 

Prompt and effective action to free Chough 
Pyung Ok would not only redress an undemo- 
cratic wrong; it would also encourage our 
friends in Korea to speak out, with the assur- 
ance that if they get into trouble for it we will 
come to their aid. 
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_ Helping Tenants Relocate 

The attitudes of hostility and rétaliation with 
which some St. Louis landlords await the end 
of federal rent ceilings place a particularly 
heavy burden on Mayor Tucker’s Fair Rent 
Committee. The committee has no authority to 
curb the rent gougers; all it can do is attempt 
to talk some sense into them. 

But if its’ powers of moral persuasion fall 
short in some cases, what then? Legally, the 
‘sky is the limit; a landlord can double, triple or 
even quadruple rent and get away with it. The 
tenant’s alternatives are to pay through the nose 
or move. 

What the committee will do in cases of that 
kind remains to,be seen. -There have been sug- 
gestions that it might well make public the facts 
in the case in the hope that community disap- 
proval might restore the balance. 

A more effective approach might be for the 
committee to help tenants relocate. H. Grant 
Barngrove, committee chairman, contended be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen in April 1952 that 
there was no substantial housing shortage in St. 
Louis. As a spokesman-for the St. Louis Real 
Estate Board he asserted that there were at 
least 742 vacant units in St. Louis and 882 in 
St. Louis county. As committee chairman, per- 
haps he can help move the victims of rent goug- 
ing into some of these vacant units. 

And what of the situation in St. Louis county? 
Some county communities are likely to suffer 
from the same kind of rent excesses as St. 
Louis. But so far, at least, there have been no 
signs from Supervisor Matthews’s office that he 
intends to establish a fair rent committee. Could 
it be that the supply and demand for rental 
housing in the county is so nearly in balance 
that tenants need have no fears of gouging? 
We doubt it. 
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New Chief for the Indians 


President Eisenhower has just made a little- 
noticed but important domestic appointment. He 
has nominated Glenn L. Emmons of Gallup, 
N.M., to be Commissioner of Indian Affairs to 
succeed Dillon S. Myer. Mr. Emmons is a bank 
president, a veteran of World War I and a for- 
mer regent of the University of New Mexico 
from which he was graduated. 

The Indian Bureau, which Mr. Emmons is to 
head, has had some devoted public servants in 
the commissionership, as for example, John Col- 
lier. It has had some officials who never should 
have been appointed. For the sake of the Ameri- 
can Indians, whose welfare will be in his hands, 
every citizen may hope that Mr. Emmons is 
fully qualified for his post. 

Or to put it another way, we trust that the 
White House knows more about its nominee’s 


. ability to look after the interests of the Indians

Replies to Rosenberg Dissenters 


Extracts From Supreme Court Majority Opinions in the 
Espionage Death-Sentence Case 


Chief Justice Vinson 


Mr. Justice Douglas had power to is- 
sue the stay. No one has disputed this, 
and we think the proposition is indis- 
putable. 

After hearing argument on this ques- 
tion we did not entertain the serious 
doubts which Mr. Justice Douglas had. 

We turn next to a consideration of 
our power to decide, in this proceeding, 
the question preserved by the stay. It 
is true that the full court has made no 
practice of vacating stays issued by 
single Justices, al- 
though it has enter- 
tained motions for 
such relief. But ref- 
erence to this prac- 
tice does not prove 
the nonexistence of 
the power; it only 
demonstrates that 
the circumstances 
must be unusual 
before the Court, 
in its discretion, 
exercise its © 
power. 

Thus Mr. Justice 
Douglas, in issuing Justice Vinson 
the stay, did not act to grant some form 
of amnesty or last-minute reprieve to 
the defendants; he simply acted to pro- 
tect jurisdiction over the case, to main- 
tain the status quo until a conclusive 
answer could be given to the question 
which .\had been urged in the defend- 
ants’ behalf. In the exercise of our 
jurisdiction to decide the question 
which was preserved for decision, it lay 
within our power to bring the new 
claim before us and examine its merits 
without further delay. In considering 
this question the court carried out the 
limited purpose for which Mr. Justice 
Douglas issued the stay. 

This court has the responsibility to 
Laparviee the administration of crimi- 
nal justice by the federal judiciary. 
This includes the duty to see that the 
laws are not only enforced by fair 
proceedings, but also that the punish- 
ments prescribed by the laws are en- 
forced with a reasonable degree of 
‘promptness and certainty. The stay 
which had been issued promised many 
more months of litigation in a case 
which had otherwise run its full course. 


The question preserved for adjudica- 
tion by the stay was entirely legal; 
there was no need to resort to the fact 
finding processes of the District Court; 
it was a question of statutory construc- 
tion which this Court was equipped to 
answer. 

We held that the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1946 did not displace the Espionage 
Act. We held that this issue raised no 
doubts of such magnitude to require 
further proceedings. 


Justice Clark 


I agree with and join in the opinion 
of the court, but wish to record these 
additional views. Seven times ndw have 
the defendants been before this court. 
In addition, the Chief Justice, as well 
as individual Justices, have considered 
applications by the defendants. 

Beginning with our refusal to review 
the conviction and sentence in October 
1952, each of the Justices have given 
the most painstaking consideration to 
the case. In fact, all during the past 
term of this court one or another facet 
of this litigation occupied the attention 
of the court. At aspecial term on June 
15 we denied for the sixth time the 
defendants’ plea. 

We need not turn this decision on 
fine points of procedure or a party’s 
technical standing to claim relief. Nor 
did Mr. Justice Douglas lack the power 
and, in view of his firm belief that the 
legal issues tendered him were substan- 
tial, he even had the duty to grant a 
temporary stay. But for me the short 
answer to the contention that the Atom- 
ic Act of 
defendants’ death sentence is that the 
a Energy Act cannot here apply.

voked the Atomic Energy Act against 
these defendants. The crux of the 
charge alleged overt acts committed in 
1944 and 1945, years before that act 
went into effect. While some overt acts 
did in fact take place as late as 1950, 
they related principally to defendants’ 
efforts to avoid detection and prosecu- 
tion of earlier deeds. 

Grave doubts of unconstitutional ex 
post facto criminality would have at- 
tended any prosecution under that stat- 
ute for transmitting atomic secrets be- 
fore 1946. Since the Atomic Energy 
Act thus cannot cover the offenses 
charged, the alleged inconsistency of its 
penalty provisions with those of the 
Espionage Act cannot be sustained. 


Over two years ago the Rosenbergs 
were found guilty by a jury of a grave 
offense in time of war. Unlike other 
litigants they have had the attention of 
this court seven times; each time their 
pleas have been denied. Though the 
penalty is great and our responsibility 
heavy, our duty is clear. 


Justice Jackson 


This stay was granted upon such legal 
grounds that this court cannot allow it 
to stand. 

The sole ground stated was that the 
sentence may be governed by the Atom- 
ic Energy Act of 1946, instead of by the 
earlier Espionage Act. The crime here 
involved was commenced June 6, 1944. 


This was more than two years before 


the Atomic Energy Act was passed. All 
overt acts relating to atomic energy on 
which the Government rélies took place 
as early as January 1945. 

This stay is not and could not be 
based upon doubt that a legal conviction 
was had under the Espionage Act. 

Thus, after being in some form before 
this court over nine months, the merits 
of all questions raised by the Rosen- 
berg counsel had been passed upon, or 
foreclosed by denials. However, on 
this application we have heard and de- 
cided (since it had been the ground for 
granting the stay) a new contention, 
despite the irregular manner in which 
it was originally presented. 

This is an important procedural mat- 
ter of which we disapprove. The stay 
was granted solely 
on the petition of 
one Edelman, who 
sought to appear 
as “next friend” of 
the Rosenbergs. Of 
course, there is 
power to allow an 
appearance in that 
capacity, under cir- 
cumstinces such as 
incapacity or isola- 
tion from counsel, 
which make it ap- 
propriate to enable 
the Court to hear a 
prisoner’s case. But 
in these circum- 
stances the order which grants Edel- 
man’s standing further to litigate this 
case in the lower courts cannot be jus- 
tified. 

The lawyers who have ably and cour- 
ageously fought the Rosenbergs’ battle 
throughout then listened at this bar 
to the newly imported counsel make an 
argument which plainly implied lack of 
understanding or zeal on the part of 
the retained counsel. They simply had 
been elbowed out of control of the case. 

The lower court refused to accept 
Edelman’s intrusion but by the order 
in question must accept him as having 
standing to take part in or to take over, 
the Rosenbergs’ case. That such disor- 
derly intervention is more likely to 
prejudice than to help the representa- 
tion of accused persons in highly pub- 
licized cases is self-evident. We dis- 
countenance this practice.

propriateness to this case of a death 
sentence. That sentence, however, is 
permitted by law and, as was previously 
pointed out, is therefore ‘not within 
this court’s power of revision,

The philosophy of human nature, he 
feels, “is an absolute prerequisite for a 
philosophically grounded ethics.” Fi- 
nally, this philosophy of human nature 
is indispensable in an understanding of 
the philosophy of St. Thomas Aquinas. 


To attain the result desired (a pres- 
entation of a Thomistic philosophy of 
human nature), it 
has been necessary 
to re-think St. 
Thomas's thought 
in a modern set- 
ting, to present the 
basic evidences 
clearly and unmis- 
takably, and to 
meet as many of the 
major _ contempo- 
rary problems as 
certain understand- 
able limitations al- 
low. 

Few persons ac- 
quaimed with the 
apparatus and pro- 
cedure of philosophical and theological 
discussion would deny the amplitude 
and orderliness of Father Klubertanz’s 
text, which was first used in a prelimi- 
nary form in 1949, then in a thorough- 
ly a form in a temporary edition 
n ; 


The present edition—fully document- 
ed, appendixed and indexed—is the pol- 
ished outcome of further classroom test- 
ing and discussions with colleagues, 
Academically flavored, and meant main- 
ly for the classroom, ‘The Philosophy 
of Human Nature” is within the grasp 
of any literate adult who has the intel- 
ligence to observe, ponder and specu- 
late upon the infinite manifestations of 
the human personality. 


Its learning is unostentatious, its dic- 
tion held to a minimum of technical 
terminology. Its goal? To take a few 
more kinks out of the lane leading to 
perfected members of society.

PHILADELPHIA ARCHITECTURE IN THE NINE 
TEENTH CENTURY, edited by Theo. 8. White. 
(University of Pennsylvania Press, 120 pqs., $3.50.) 
More than 100 photographs of public 

and private interiors and exteriors illus- 

trate this architectural survey. 

Prof. William P. Harbeson of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, in a chapter 
called “Yesteryear in Our Town,” 
catches Philly’s distinctive and civil- 
ized flavor with some well-modulated 
boasting about the city’s leadership in 
arts both industrial and fine—Matthias 
Baldwin, of locomotive fame, for in- 
stance; Charles Brockden Brown, nov- 
elist, the Peales and Benjamin West, 
painters. | 

More specialized is the contribution 
of Harbeson’s colleagues, David M. 
Robb, who discusses dominant styles in 
Philadelphia’s buildings of the last cen- 
tury. Referring to the plates, he cites 
examples of the Greek revival, Gothic, 
the Italianate manner, “College Goth- 
ic’ and the French renaissance. 


The book, indexed by architects and 
by buildings and equipped with notes 
on each structure, has been so planned 
as to be of maximum usefulness. “It 
assumes a unique significance in the 
literary history of American architec- 
ture,” declares Editor White, after ex- 
plaining the genesis of the project over 
coffee at the Art Alliance.

WASHINGTON, July 21—The 
Senate passed by voice vote yes- 
terday a bill to abolish the Re- 
construction Finance Corp. and 
set up in its place a new Small 
Business Administration, empow- 
ered to make loans to small busi- 
nesses of up to $200,000. 

The House also has passed a 
bill creating the new Small Busi- 
ness Administration, but with 


several important differences 
from the Senate version which 
will have to be settled in con- 
ference. The House bill makes 
no refernce to the RFC except 
to require it to refer all small 
business loans to the new agency. 


The Senate bill, which was 
formally backed in a letter yes- 
terday from President Eisenhow- 
er to Senator Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana, carries these main pro- 
visions: 

A $300,000,000 revolving fund 
would be set up in the Tre 
ury, of which $150,000,000 is 
earmarked for small business 
loans by the new agency, 
$100,000,000 for use by the 
agency to enter contracts with 
military services and sublet 
the contracts to small firms, 
$25,000,000 for disaster loans 
and $25,000,000 for loans to 
municipalities, local water dis- 
tricts, etc. The latter provi- 
sion was added by amendment 
on the floor. Present RFC 
lending authority in all these 
fields totals more than a bil- 
lion dollars. 

The new agency would be 
given the present powers and 
duties of the Small Defense 
Plants Administration, which 
is scheduled to expire July 31. 

The RFC would be ordered 
to stop lending money 60 days 
after the bill goes into effect 
and liquidate completely by 
next June 30. Other agencies 
of the Government would han- 
die the RFC’s non-lending func- 
tions, such as running the Gov- 
ernment’s tin smelter.

certainly ought to mind when he's spoken to. 

“Well, he just doesn’t do any of those things. Some- 
times I feel as if I'm a complete failure as a mother. Or 
else that he’s a complete failure as a boy. I get so dis- 
couraged.”

PERHAPS UNFORTUNATELY, children have to learn 
to do so many of the things we think they ought to do. 
Sometimes this fact helps us to realize that our own state- 
ment that “he ought to do so and so” is unfair. 

Let’s just analyze the things which Alex’s mother thinks 
her little boy ought to be doing. Is Alex right (with such 
rights as immaturity may give), or is his mother? (And if 
you as a parent of an 18-monther think that she is ex- 
pecting too much, congratulations to you. Because many 
of the mothers who seek our advice expect all this and 
more!) 

Alex isn’t dry. Few are, at 18 months, though many 
have made an encouraging start toward daytime dryness. 
So Alex’s mother cannot correctly say that he “ought” to 
be dry. 

How about feeding himself? Many 18-monthers do. 
Some don’t. Mother is closer. to correct on this count, 
but we still don’t feel that Alex is a bad boy if he doesn't 
feed himself. 

How about, playing nicely with the other children? 
Not grabbing their toys, and not hitting them? Our experi- 
ences with 18-monthers playing in groups, or even with 
just one other child, show that any semse of give and take 
is extremely rudimentary.

THE AVERAGE 18-MONTHER is not ready for un- 
supervised play with other children unless you are willing 
to take a chance on quite a bit of pulling and pushing. 

How about minding his mother? Most 18-monthers can, 
by various tricks, be lured into doing what you want them 
to do.

F Bibi Osterwald could only 

locate that ex-sailor named E. 

K. Meyers, she'd like very 
much to say thanks again for 
the chance he gave her to go 
from a rooftop theatrical troupe 
in Washington, D.C., to the big 
time on Broadway, 

E. K. happened to be one of 
the service men who caught the 
Gay Nineties revue in which 
Bibi was appearing on the Wil- 
lard Hotel rooftop theater in 
Washington back in 1945. And 
being a man who believed in 
direct action, he wrote a letter 
after the show to the Theater 
Guild in New York, advising its 
officials to come down to the 
capital and audition Bibi.

or a man compliments his 
superior in the office on the 
efficiency of his way of doing a 
certain thing, it is the way of 
good grace to accept the com- 
pliment at its face value. 

But ‘how does one know—the 
one prone to suspicion — how 
does one know that the praise 
is honest, and not flattery? This 
old saying answers the question, 
as our correspondent declares; 
when the woman who remarks. 
on the loveliness of your hair 
proceeds to arrange hers in the 
same manner, when the man 
remarking on another’s efficien- 
cy attempts to do things in the 
same way, there, indeed, is proof 
of admiration. 

It takes a paradox to drive this 
point home.

Grounding Power Tools. 
T’S pretty hard these days to 
find a house where there isn’t 
some sort of electric hand 
e most 


about everything from making 
holes in wood to polishing the 
family silver. 

All in all, electric power tools 
are a wonderful invention and 
if they are handled the way 
they are supposed to be, are 
quite safe. 

One of the things that adds to 
the ssafety of these power tools 
is a little grounding wire that 
sticks out on the side of the 
plug at the end of the cord. The 
purpose of this grounding wire 
is to prevent you from receiving 
a severe shock should there be 
an electrical failure inside the 
tool. If the tool is grounded 
properly and something inside 
does go wrong, the only effect 
will be a blown fuse. 

If the tool is not grounded 
and there is trouble, you will 
receive a shock and if you are 
standing on a wet basement 
floor it might ‘not be a mild 
shock. 

The way that little grounding 
wire is supposed to work is this: 
You'll notice on the end of the 
wire is a little screw. Remove 


one of the screws that holds the 
cover on an outlet box and re- 
place it with screw on the end 
of the grounding wire. The wire 
is attached to the screw by 
means of a little metal sleeve 
and it’s a simple matter to slip 
the wire off the screw, set the 
screw in the hole in the outlet 
box, and then slip the ground- 
ing wire back into place. Get 
in the habit of always being 
sure that this grounding wire is 
attached before you plug in the 
tool cord. It’s a very wise safety 
measure and takes only a few 
seconds.

Y initial feelings on reach- 

ing the top of Mt. Everest 

were of relief—relief that 
there were no more steps to cut, 
no more ridges to traverse and 
no more humps to tantalize us 
with hopes of success.. Despite 
the knitted helmet, goggles and 
oxygen mask, all crusted with 
icicles, that concealed Tenzing’s 
face, there was no disguising his 
infectious grin of pure delight 
as he looked all around him. 

We shook hands and then, 
casting those Anglo-Saxon for- 
malities aside, Tenzing threw 
his arms around my shoulders 
and we thumped each other on 
the back until forced to stop 
from lack of breath. 

I glanced at my watch—11:30 
a.m. The ridge had taken us 
two and a half hours, but it 
seemed more like five. 


I checked our oxygen again 
—yes, the slow rate seemed to 
be pretty constant. But if we 
intended to remain on three 
liters, we were -going to have 
to waste no time on the return, 
as we had only two hours’ more 
endurance. In this time we 
had to return along the ridge 


and descend the dangerous 
slopes of the south summit to 
the two partly filled bottles 
waiting for us far below. 

I turned off my oxygen and 
removed my set. I then pro- 
duced my camera and set to 
work to photograph everything 
in sight. First of all some photo- 
graphs of Tenzing waving a 
string of flags—Nepalese, Brit- 
ish, United Nations and Indian. 

Then I endeavored to take 
photographs down all the ridges 
of Everest. I had little hope 
of the results being particularly 
successful, as I had a lot of dif- 
ficulty in -holding the camera 
steady in my clumsy gloves, but 
I felt they would at least serve 
as a record. 


~“ * * 
FTER 10 minutes of this I 
realized I was becoming 
rather clumsy - fingered and 
slow-moving. I quickly replaced 
my oxygen set and experienced 
once more the stimulating effect 
of even a few liters of oxygen. 
While I had been taking pho- 
tographs, Tenzing had made a 
little hole in the snow and in 
it placed various articles of food 
a bar of chocolate, a packet of 
biscuits and a handful of hard 
candy—small offerings indeed, 
but at least a gift of some sort 
as a token offering to the gods 
that devout Buddhists believe 
have their home on this lofty 
summit. 


After 15 minutes we turned 
to go. The whole world around 
us lay spread out like a giant 
relief map and I could take in 
with a glance country that we 
had spent months mapping and 
exploring on previous trips. 

Reaction was setting in and 
we must get off our mountain. 
Already, as the spur of ambition 
died under the glow of success, 
we felt weakness in our limbs 
and shortage of breath. I moved 
down off the summit. Wasting

no time, we cramponed along 
our tracks, spurred by the ur- 
gency of diminishing oxygen. 

Bump followed bump in rapid 
succession, In what seemed al- 
most miract time we reached 
the top of the rock step.

against time. A swig of sweet- 
ened lemonade refreshed us and 
we turned down again.

They were 
Lowe and Wilfred Noyce, laden 
with hot soup and emergency 
oxygen. 

We were too tired to make 
any response to Lowe’s enthu- 
siastic acceptance of our news. 
We stumped down to the col 
and slowly ground our way up 
the short rise to the camp. Off 
came our oxygen and into the 
tent we crawled and with a sigh 
of pure delight collapsed into 
our sleeping bags while the 
tents flapped and shook under 
the perpetual South Col gale. 

Yes, the South Col might be 
the worst spot in the world, but 
to us at the moment—with the 
Primus stove humming and our 
friends Lowe and Noyce fussing 
about us—it was home.

Actually, however, West chose 
the more attractive spade lead 
—which should have given de- 
clarer quite a breather. But 
South didn’t appreciate his good 
fortune. He put up the spade 
ace, drew two rounds of trumps, 
and discarded a diamond on the 
spade king. Then he led a low 
heart and put in the ten.. West 
won and, fully alive to the dan- 
ger of another spade or heart 
lead, shifted quickly to a low 
diamond — and that was that. 
Down one. 


South’s choice.of diseards on 
the king of spades was not astute! 
What good could it do him to 
get rid of one diamopd when he 
would still be left with a dia- 
mond and a heart loser? The 
obviously correct discard on the 
spade king was a low heart; 
then a fortunate 3-3 break of the 
outstanding hearts would mean 
victory.

It is a basic fact of human 
nature that few women con- 
sider a career more important 
than husband, children and a 
home, They have careers, yes, 
because of economic necessity 
for the most part.

There are more working 
women in America today than 
ever before. Approximately 
one-third of the national 
working forces are women.
